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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment to application no. 10/576,692 filed on February 23, 
2009. 

Claims 14-31 and 34-39 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on February 23, 2009 was 
filed after the mailing date of the instant application on April 21 , 2006. The submission 
is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

Claims 14-31 and 34-39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record at least does not disclose or suggest the limitation of: "forming an island-like 
semiconductor film by removing a part of the first semiconductor film using the source 
electrode, the drain electrode, and the insulating film as a mask" as recited in claims 14, 
16, 18 and 34; "forming an island-like semiconductor film and an island-like gate 
insulating film by removing a part of the first semiconductor film and a part of the gate 
insulating film using the source electrode, the drain electrode, and the insulating film as 
a mask" as recited in claims 15, 17 and 19; and "forming an island-like semiconductor 
film and an island-like gate insulating film by removing a part of the semiconductor film

using the source electrode, the drain electrode, and the insulating film as a mask" as 
recited in claim 35.
